The Merchant made account to receiue 
money for his Pearles,but he could not,and was glad within two daies after totake his

Andat this preſent our Suffolke clothes are ſold fo good cheape beyond the Seas, at 
Amſterdam 8& other places,that they baue made a large trade for Ruſha and Eaſtland, 
with our owne commodities, and thereby ouerthrown our trade, by preaccupying the 
markets, and ingrofſing the commadities of thoſe Countries aforehand, From Zee- 
land there is a trade eſtabliſhed for Barbary,with the ſaid Cloarhes ſould vato'them, 
thereby preuenting the trade ol Engliſh Merchants, which yeeldeth rhem bur little 
profit, and the commodities which they bring inreturn (as Hides, Almonds, & other 
things) are better vented beyond the ſeas, where our Merchants are forced totranſport 
them,and the gold which they bring affordeth bur little profit : ſo thatto make com- 
merct tobe a paſtime, is neither beneficiall tothe Commonwealth, nor to partieular 
perſons, The tintes or ſeaſons of Traffique and Trade are mutable and ſuble& toac- 
cidents, which is the cauſe that at ſome one' time commodities are well vehited, and 
at another time nor : the raſh ſale is not the profitablet, Haue not we found of late 
yeares, that Cloth was (old ingrearter quanritie,and at greater prices, when the Todd 
of wool was ſold at 32 and 33s. and clothes accordingly,than now when Wool is fold 


for 18 and 29 s. The revolution of things may alter again,and reniue trade; it nor, pro- 
cure you to haue forrein commoditri wy re roms, whereof you have nor ſo much 
need as they haue of ours, Strive not to'vnderſell others, ro the hurtof the Common- 
wealth, vndercolour to increaſe trade : for tradedoth not increafe when commodiries 
are good cheap, becauſe the cheapneſſe proceeds of the ſmall requeſt, and ſcarcitie of 
money,which maketh things cheape.

The bigping of Blaakes, is alſo a Cuſtome anongſt Merchants, whereby they 
re the Credit of their Factors or Seruants in the like occaſions, which is 
matter of great confidence, conſidering th cafic transferring of Bills alreadie ſpoken 
of.

ſhall vpoa ſuch an occaſion, write his Letter vpon the ſaid paper to ſuch a man, his 
FaQor at Danſicke in the Eaſt-Countties, to buy for him the quantitic of Corne 
which he cannot buy at Amſterdam, and ſhall date the Letter, as if himſelte had writ- 
ten the ſame. The FaQor of Danſicke doth preſently performe the- Commiſhon gi- 
ucn him, and ſo the buſineſſe is accompliſhed. but in this the confidence may be as 
great, as in the making of Bills Obligatory, and yer the aduenture farre inferiour 
thereunto, for vpon theſe Blankes,there isan addition to the name,or a precedence in 
words,namely, Your louing friend, 4.F.8c.which is impertinent, and not robe vied 

inBills ofdebt. Herein we may conſider a neceſlicie to giue Blankes, not oncly 
becauſe of the Maſters Credit requiſite; but alſo ſe of the vo- 
certainctic in the finding of the quancitic of Corne - 
which was 4% bought.

Ac laſt (as ſome haue recorded) when all ſorts of Lawes bythe cuer- 
fion and [acerating of the Roman Empire were ina manner buried, the Ralers of Rome 
in the yeare 1975 made new ſea Lawes and Starutes,and ſo-did euety chiefe Seafaring 
towne vpon the ſaid Mediterranian coaſt, addingfthereunto other Ordinances.

He nature of Aſſurances are either vpon goods laden or to be laden outwardsin 
ſuch a ſhip,bound from ſuch a place to ſuch a place. As for example, from Logs 
don to Saint Lucar vpon Perpetuanoes or Corne, vntill it be laid on ſhoare at Siuill, 
which aduenture isas well in the ſmall ſhips, lighters, or boats, whereby it is carried 
vpto the Citie of Siuill vntill landing of it,as it was in the ſhip whereby the ſaid Per.

Morcouer,if without apparant danger, ſome of the skiltulleſt Mariners deemethat 
a Pilot is not ſa skilfull,as he maketh boaſt or profeſſion of, then ſhall he both loſe his 
hire, and double the ſame tothe Admirall Maſter, or elſe (by the Law of Den- 
marke) paſſe thrice voder the Ships Keele, And alſo ifa Pilot hired fora Voyage be

The like conſideration muſt be bad in the contribution made to ſatisfie Pirats;ſor if 
ſhip or goods be redeemed from a Pirat,the contribution muſt be paied by al,becauſe Te 67> 
the redemption.is made for the fafety of all, But if the Pirat be once Maſter of all, —— 
and yet take but ſome ſpeciall goods, wherher from Ship or Merchant, and not as a : 
contentation for ſpating of the reſt : in this caſe becauſe the remaindes is not aſſured 
thereby bur freely parcd,no contribution.is tobe made for the taken goods, to charge 
any Afſuror with any part thereof, For oftentimes Pirars take but things at pleaſare 
and notofminde to ſpoile, But now adaies commonly it.is takenand appaien ather- 
wiſe, howbeit beyond the Seas the loſer of the goods ſo taken, beareth bis owne lofle 
valeſſe it be aſſured.

Sothar 
albeir,that it do fall out that the goods be notvrrerly loſt when the Ship is caſt away, 
the Aſſured muſt recouer his whole money; becauſe he hath authoritie by the Poli-

and certaine Lead Mines in Richmondſhire) paſſed betweene the Archbiſhop of 
Yorke, DoQor Matthew, and my ſelfe, in preſence of Ra/ph Lord Eure, with whom I 
went to Yorke to congratulate the ſaid Archbiſhop newly come to that See, which 
was concerning the Center of the Earth, which he ſaid was vaknowne vato him whac 
to conjeure of it , whereupon we centred into a large diſcourſe, infomuch that from 
the loweſt Center, we did clime and aſcend to the higheſt Clymate by imaginarie 
conceits(for ſo is all the ſtudie of the Circle of the Zodiacke,& the appropriation of 
the twelue Signes therein : ) and after many reaſons. of the earths ſtabilicie, again 
the Pithagorians and Copernicus dodrine of Mobilitie (that is to ſay, Wherherthe 
Heanens moue, and the earth reſteth immouecable, or the earth moue, and the great 
Orbeof Stars be permanent mentioned before) we did finde all this robe imaginarie, 

and in that conſideration and imagination wedid diſcend to rhe lower Centeragaioe; 

and thereupon conclude, That whereas the Center is taken to beas a poinrot a great 
Circle, and ſoall weightie things falling thereunto, it may as well bea great Circle 

whereupon all other Orbes runne in circumfercnce circularly: Secing that the carth 

and waters together make the perſe& Globe as aforeſaid,and all wei brie things may 

be inclining tothat Circle, But this matter becing nor nccraita Nackddiinis ler 

vs returne againe to our obſeruations, That the maine Ocean Seas are common to all 

Nations as the paſſages are on the Land,to be nauigared for Trafficke and Commerce;

1s, the want of exa@ rules to know the Longitude, or Arkes Itineral [Eaſt and Weſt, 
without the which they can neither truely giue the place or ſcituation of any Coaſt, 
Harbour, Rode, or Towne ; nor.in ſayling diſcerne how the place they ſaylevnto bea- 
reth from them,or how farre it is diſtant: whereby they are inforced long before they 
come to any Coaſt, all night to ſtrike ſayle, not otherwaies than if they were vpon it, 
thereby loſing the benefit of proſperous windes, in ſuch ſort ſometimes, that whereas

The meanes which God hath appointed, to make this diſtin&ion of rhe Domini- 
ons vpon the Seas, are as certaineas the menſuration of the Land whereunto the Sea 
is adjoyning, and in proprictie to be eſteemed accordingly, taking their names of the 
Countries and Kingdomes adjacent,or of their ſcituation; as Mare Britannicum, Mare 
Germanicam, Mare Hibernicum, and for ſcituation, Mare eMedrterranewm, obſerued by 
Coſmographers, Hiſtoriographers, and Mathematicians : this is performed with the 
helpe oi the Compaſle,counting of courſes, ſoundings,cotour of the grauell or ſands, 
and other waies to defigne Finitum ab infinito : ſo farre as is expedient for the certaine 
reach and bounds of Seas, properly appertaining toany Prince or people ; wherein the 
Doors of the Ciuile Law haue recorded excellent obferuations. Baldzs ſaith, 7i#d;- 
mus de jure gentium,in M are eſſe Regna diftine#a, ſicnt interra Anda. 

Bartolus doth in his opimion allow for Princes and people at the ſea-fide Centum 
milliaria, which is one hundrerh leagues of ſea from their coaſt, if they extend their 
proteQion ſo farre;called by them Diſtridtus mari & territorium, which 1s moſt plaine 
in thoſe ſeas where the Iſles of Garneſey and Tarneſey are ſo ſenſible and viſiblero the 
realme of England,or where there are ſuchrockes or eminent Markes as the Waſhes 
_ at the Welt (eas thereof; rowhich purpoſe Parlu a renowmed Ciuilian faich, That 

it is not needfull for him who wouks poſſeſſe himſelfe of any land, to goe about, and 


tread ouer the ſame bur it is ſufficient to enter invpon any part thereof,with a minde 
ro poſſeſſe all the reſt therof, euen to the due marches,ro be made apparant by the in- 
ſtruments of Geometricians, And the like may be defigned vpon'the ſeas, notwith. 
ſtanding the ſoliditie ofthe one,and the continuall flowing too and fro of the other. 
This diſtin ion of dominion hauing continued ſo many hundreth yeares, needeth 
not to be corroborated with other proofe and atguments : yet let vs note Obzter, That 


ifche ſame were not diſtinguiſhed as aforeſaid, one borne vpon the ſeas ſhould haue 
no countrie or nation to appeale vato, and adying inteſtate ypon the ſeas, ſhould mi. 
niſter occaſion of queſtion to know. who ſhould adminiſter his goods ; and making 
ofa Will,bow the ſame ſhould be proued and executed by Law, without approbation 
of ſome court or juriſdiction :whereas we finde many Admirallsof the ſeas, and their 
ſeuerall juriſdi&ions vpon the ſeas, as depuries to their Princes or States, who are al- 
waies abſolure Commanders in their precin&s, according to the rreaties and con- 
traQts made betweene Princes,which are in the nature of lawes, and inſeparable of the 
ſaid Princes right on the land, concerning the poſſeſſion of their Kingdomes or Com- 
mon-weales,as the fundamentall canſe of their dominion,wherein difcontinuance(of 
any partof their right) cannot be pleaded againſt chem. The Kings of England ne- 
uertheleſſe haue beene prouident and carefull herein : for Hiſtoriographers have re- 
corded, Thar King Edcar (one of the Saxon Kings long before the Conqueſt) made 
a ſuruay yearely of the foure great ſeas, and ſtiled himfelfe Lord thereof even varill 
Norway, and his progrefſe was moſt toward the North. Tr is alſo affirmed, That the 
laid King Edgar cauſed an inſcription to be made vpon his Tombe for a monument, 
calling himſelfe Dominus quatuor Marta : andas Papinian the Iuriſconſalt ſaith, # fins- 
l'bu queſt ionibus eter a monument a ſequenda ſunt.But this for the dominion of the kings 
of England over their ſeas, is not needfull.. Forafterwards William Duke of Norman- 
dic, after he had ſubdued the realme of England by conqueſt, cauſed himſelfe noton- 
ly tobe proclaimed King, bur alſo tharall the goods of the ſubje&s were his, and (0 
cauſed the land tobe diuided, and yet was contented tochangethe tirle of a Monat- 
chieby conqueſt intoa MonarchicRoyall;and was alſo Lord of the ſaid foure ſeas, by 
the former afſumpſit, which had theneontinued'2 00 yeares ; and his "thy ry by ſea 
vas moſt Weſtward, For when Princes or Kings do ſtile themſelues by Proclamati- 
on, then the continuance thereof (without oppoſition of other Princes) is holden and

To this diſtin&tion of dominion of the Seas, I call to memorie the proceedings of

Crowne of England (as it hath beene full 211 yeares) vſed the inuention of the figne 
of the Portcullis , fignifying the power of locking vp of the narrow Seas betweene 
Dover and Calais, which was thought convenient co be vſed ypoa the coynie made for 
the Eaſt-Indies, at the beginning of that trade, being pieces of the value of eight 
Royals of Spaine, whereof there was coyned in the Tower of London for a triall (in 
lanuarie 1 600) ſome {ix thouſand pounds, which could not be made curranc there, 
becauſe the Spaniſh pieces of eight Royalls, had beene before that time counterfei- 
ted by other Nations, which made the Eaft-Indians ro doubr of ourcoyne, although 
without cauſe. This noble King Henrie (bauing procured the Emperour Charles the 
fifth to meer with the French King) went ouer in perſon with a great powet to beſiege 
the cowne of Bulloigne in France, and when he faw thatthe Emperours Tent or Pauil- 
lion was made with the two pillers of Hercules, and the inſcription Pla wvitra : and 
likewiſe the French Kings Tent with the three Flower-deluces, and the title of Pri- 
mu Chriſtianorum Rex, He cauſed an Archer to be made vpon his Pauillion wich Bow 
and Arrowes, and his inſcription was Cu# atherio preeft, declaring' thereby his preſent 
firength whereby hedid qualifie thoſe warres,and peace was made betweene che Em- 
perour and the ſaid French King, it being true thar che fate of a Princedoth as much 
conſiſt by reputation, as by ſtrength. | 

Our Soueraigne Lord wr [ame:, hath alſo beene mindfull of his right of diſtin & 
dominion , for the great bleſſings which almighty God hath allotted co rhe King- 
domes of Great Britraine, Ireland, and the Iles adjacent vnder his Majefties D . 
ons, is ſo viſibletoall the world, as that thereby they are rauiſhed with admiration, 
For albeit char the earthly bleſſings are produced in ſeaſonable times : yer the ble.

Onopoliesare ſomewhat diſpleaſing, becauſe the propertie ofthem is commot- 

ly coingrofſe things to an 1ll end, increaſing the price thereof diforderly,draw- 

ing a generall benefit to a particular, diverting the courſe of rraffique. But foraſmuch 

as they are vſed now adaies, it will be conuenicnt to diſtinguiſh ” 206 by Reaſonably 
Vnreaſonable,and Indifferent, 


Reaſonable,of ſuch things and trifles as are for pleaſure,as Starch, Cards, lure ſtrings 
Tabaccoand fuch like, ;4 


Pnreaſonable, as of Fleſh, Fiſh,Butter, Cheeſe, or needfull things for the ſuſtenance 
of man,without which becan hardly liue ciuilly, , 
Indifferent, as of Velvets, Silkes, Sugar, Spices,and other delicacies and dainties'Ot 
curiolities, indifferent tobe vſed or nor. | 
All theſe are done by publique anthority of Princes and States, by Letters patents 
granted for term of yeares: but ingroſſing is done by priuat perſons of their owne au 
thoririe,which is commendable, to keepe commodities in repuration to maintaine 4 
Trade thereby , as when men of means do ingroſſe and buy vp a commoditie, and for 
reaſonable gaine they ſell the ſame again to ſhop-keepers and retailers. This is much 
vicd amongſt Merchants of all nations, otherwiſe when aboundance of a commodi 
dorh ſo much abate the price of it, that Merchants do become loſers and diſcourag 
then the traffique and trade is thereby ouerthrowne, to the generall hurt of the Com» 
monwealth: in which reſpe it is better to pay ſomewhat more for Commodities, 
thanto haue them altogether ouer-cheape, eſpecially for commodities ſeruing torthe 
backe,and not for the belly,which diuers times by foreſtallers become deare. Againſt 
which kinde of people (Regrators and others) there are very good lawes made, whick 
the Magiſtrats areto ſee obſerued : and in France and Scotland the Admiralls of the 
ſeas have an abſolute authoritie to looke vnto this inconuenience.

ritie, Albeit that there be nocombination to limit any certaine prices for the ſaleof 
Commodities in the particular of one Merchant or more Merchants agreed together 
to buy vpa commoditie,it may be called a foreſtalling. As one D ardanus did, where- 
of (as we haue ſaid) the name Dardanary was vicd by the ſaid Civilians, whodefine 
them to be Nrawie, But omnia preemunt, vt carius vendant , That foreſtall or buy vp 
things, to the end they ſhould ſel! them dearer. Which although it be agreeable to

Definition of a Monopoiy. 


He trueſt definition of a Monopoly therefore is , A kinde of commerce in buy. 


ing, ſelling, changing, ot bartering, vſurped by a few,and ſometimes bur by one 
perſon, and foreſtalled from all others, tohis or their priuat gaine, and tothe hurt and 
detriment of other men ; whereby of courſe, or by authoritie, the libertie of Trade is 
reſtrained from others, whereby the Monopoliſt is inabled toſet a price of commodi- 
ties at his pleaſure. | #; | | 
A Merchant of London hauing ſent a great ſhip to Zant,to lade Corans & wines z 
being there ariued, another Merchant there inhabiring,vpon knowledge hereof, cauſed 
all the Corans tobe bought vp, to preuent the ſaid Merchant,and tocompell him to 
buy the ſayd Corans of him at deare rates, to lade the faid ſhip ;which made the Fa- 
Qor,appointed to lade the ſaid ſhip,at his wits end. But being ingenious, he deuiſed 
a courſe to diſappoint the ſaid foreſtalling Merchant,and cauſed Bills to be ſet vp in 
all publique places,to giue notice that the ſaid ſhip was come, to take in Merchants 
goods for her lading,and to returne for London, Which beeing vnderſtood by bim, 
brought him into a ſecondary, and to ſer all the Brokers of Zant on work, to help him 
to ſell the (aid Corans again,whereby he became a loſer. In this and the like caſes the 
[aid Societies areto haue a care of prevention ;otherwiſe it is the part of the prince to 
look vnto it with a politick eye,vpon complaint made,as of late yeares hath bindone, 
when the French merchants did firiue to bring new wines firſt ro the market, thereby 
inhauncing the price of Wines in France.

The old Romans (when Monies were firſt made of Copper, and then Silver, and 
before golden Coines were made) had appointed a place called Henſs drgenaria, 
where they lent monies vpon commodities for a reaſonable conſideration, to aduance 
Traffique and trade; which in compariſon of ours was bur in his infancie, and there- 
fore tobe left now to the mercy of monied men (without other prouiſion by authori- 
rie to lupply mens occaſions) ſcems tobe impertinent,eſpecially when monicsarenor 
plentifull, | paper +; 

Hauing hitherto treated of buying and ſelling, and the dependances thereupon, 
now wee are toſpeake of receining and paying by monies, andot the manner of -Mer- 
chants dealings therein, Bur this doth properly appertaine to tlie ſecond part of the 
Law-Merchant, where Monies are ped to the Soule of Trafhque and Com- 
merce, | | 


Returning therefore to the ſaid matter of Oppignorations, let vs note the eftions 
of Civilians, VVhether in the generall binding of a mans goods,wares tobe fold (cal- 
led Merces Y enales) are compriled, by ſaying,he binds his goods preſentand tocome? 


Theanſwer is, that they are bound, bur yet the ſale of the {aid goodsis nat hindered 
thereby,vnleſſe they were pawned and obliged to be ina place certaine,and nained in 
the writing there to be extant. Alſo in Tacita Hipotheea, or as it were cloſe pawning, 
Merchants mony may be comprehended and made liable:bur this is ro be vnderſtood 
of monies had ſome other way ; for it is reaſon that the mony which a man taketh vp 
Mall ſerue him to expedite his affaires. | 
Alſo in binding of future goods, it is tobe vnderftood onely of ſuch goods as hee 
may get during his life, and nor by any of his heires. Theſe reaſons baue a reference 
to Trathque, which is a generall body, and Commodities by merchandiſe or Com- 
mercedo ſupply themſclues in their places, ſochar when ſome commodities are di- 
. ſpoſed of, other commodities come into the roome thereof: and the Lawes baue al- 
waies more regard to the generall than to the particular; inſomuch that a woman, 
euen for her dower,cannotarreſt her husbands goods, finding his eſtate to decay, 
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T be Proceedings vſed againſt Bankrupts. 


SZ2>Hcmutabiliticand inconſtancic of all worldly affaires, and eſpecially 
| FRY of Merchants eſtates, cauſeth me to remember the antient Dutch 
x uerb, Goods loſt,nothing loſt ; Credit loſt, much loſt ; Soule loſt, all 
FN loſt : for to be rich and ro become poore,or to be poore and to become 
rich, is a matter inherent ro a Merchants eſtate, and as it were a conti. 
ris  nuall and ſucceſſiue courſe of che volubilitie of variable blind fo 
which is admitred (according to the heathen word) for a diſtintion of Gods proui. 
dence, as the words of Fate, Deſtiny,Chance,and the like are, for the better vnderſtan- | 
ding of it: ſo that bythe frequency of it, Merchants haue madea great differenceand - 
diſtiaQtion betweene a Merchant which is at a ſtay and taketh dayes for rhe payment 
of his debts, or one that is brokenor bankerupr, haning an eſpeciall regard hercin for 
the preſcruation of credit,which is as render as the apple of an eye, For ir hapneth ma» 
ny times, that Merchants hauing taken vp mony ar intereſt roangment their trade,and 
doing good rotheir Prince and Countrey, ſhall receive ſome vnexpected lof-

The Statute of Bankrupts, made and prouided by our Law againſt Merchants and The geatire a- 
Citiſens only,was done toa very good intent, if itwere executed accordingly, with gainft Buokes 
due conſiderationof the qualitic of perfons,and their behauiour, But ſome can-pre- ***: 
vent the means of ſuing forth the ſame, and fobreake the ſtrength of ir, as eaſily as a 
Spiders web, whiles plaine dealing menare layd hold of, that haue an-honeſt intenti. 
ontopay eucry man according their ability preſentor future,as God fhal inable them 
for Yitrs poſſe non eft:eſſe. | 

Bur theſe welmeaning menare ofrentimes hindred to pertorme their honeſt inten» 
tions, by the hard and obſtinate dealing of ſome of their Creditors,to the veter ouer- 
throw of them, their wiues and children, and the generall lofſe of all the reſt of the 
Creditors. Theſe men thereforeare tobe ouer-ruled by the Lord Chancellour, wha 
may compel them. to be conformablewith the other Creditors,according tothe Cu- 
ſtoms of Merchants in other countries : and there bath been in times,during thereign 
of Qucen E{zabeth, a Commiſſion granted vnder the great Scale of England, for the commiſiios 

relicke of diſtreſſed priſoners in the priſons of the Fleetand the Kings Bench ; which for cherclicte 
Commitſſion if it were tenewed for the reliefe of the one , and the finding out of the *P90% 
other, would worke much charitic and contentment to the ſubieAs, Howbeitto pre» 
uent theſe extreames is more commendable; for many Merchants and Shop-keepers 
do flouriſh and become rich againe, if their creditors be fauorable vnto chem, and doe 
pay cuery man tothe full. Therefore are the Letters and licences deuiſed —_— Letters of Lis 
Merchants,which areas a Paſport for the perſons and goods of the debtors, giuen by cnc giueajs 
the Creditors,by way of Couenant, that they ſhall nor (for and during ſuch a time or 2% 
terme of yeares)trouble or moleſt the perſons and goods of the ſaid debtars,nor cauſe - 
0 be moleſted,arreſted,or troubled, vpon painand forfeiture of their ſaid debts,tobe 
pleaded in Barre againſt them for cuer,asa full payment ofthe ſame. 
For the better incouragemenr, and toretaine men in their duties, the Cuſtome of 
Merchants concurring with the courſe of the Ciuile Law herein, doth make areſtan- gcgauiation 
ration of credit to thoſerhat pay their debts to the full, notwithſtanding their loſſes of crcdir, 
which they haue ſuſtained ; and they may have a publication made of it,by way of ig- 
timation to all men vpon the Exchange orother publique places, fora perpetual re- 
membrance to poſteritie, of their honeſt religious and commendable endeauors and 
behaniours,to the honour and credit of their houſe, kindred,or good deſcent, Which 
1s more eſpecially regarded in Spaine,wherea Merchant or Citiſcen being decayed itt 4 gentlewait 
his eſtate, and hauing payd according to his abilirie,yea although he doth not pay ar priviledge tn 
all, ſhall be freed from all arreſts and troubles rouching his per{on,if he make proofe "Ft 
that he is a Gentleman by birth : whichexrenderh fo far,thar all Merchants ſixangers 
may haue and enioy the like priuiledge,vpon Certificate made by ay that is Embal- 
ladoror Agent for that country ; who commonly will-do icvponthe verification of ir, 
by the Heraulds or otherwiſe: which caufeth men not todegenerate in vertuous acti- 
ons,a[though aduerſe fortune playerh her tragedic z which they ouercome with con- 


ſtancie and magnanimitie. _— 
The ſaid ſtatute againſt Bankrupts is made vpon very great conſideration, which {t-

So likewiſe 1s it inthe diſcretion of 
the Commiſſioners to admit any Creditor to come in, wherethe party was ſurety for 
another, if that party be likewiſe decayed. For it is vſuall for intereſt mony that twa 
or three are bound together,and the Colaterall Bonds which they giue cch t2 other tg

The Civiliansare copious in the deſcription of this argument,and haue attributed 


vato this kinde of people the name of Decoctor, which is deriued from the word De- 
coqus, as it were toconſume the ſubſtance of things by decreaſe and evaporation-of 
boyling ouer the fire, otherwiſe called diſturbers and conſumers of other mens goods 
in the courſe of traffick. Neuerthelefſe they doe obſcrue great diſtin&ions berweene 
theſe perſons, as in the treatiſe De Decortoribus, made by Benvenuto Straccha, appeares. 
And the definition of Bankrupts is three manner of waies diſtinguiſhed. 

Firſt, when a man becommeth inſolvent, by loſing his goods and other mens by 


fortune, miſchance, and caſualtic: which man is not taken to be infamous by the law, 
endeauoring to make fatisfaftionas hecan. 


Secondly,when a man "y waſting, poiling,and vitiouſly giuen, conſumes his owne 
and other mens goods,and he by the Law is infamous. 


Thirdly,when a man is decayed partly by waſting and ſpoiling of his owne and 0- 
thermensgoods,and partly by misfortune and accident ; and this man is taken to be 


infamous it he be vitious, 


Hereunto | may adde the fourth and moſt vile perſon, whoenriching himſelfe with 
other mens goods, breaketh withour iuſt cauſe, and onely of purpoſe ro deceine men, 
according to the aforeſaid example of Roan, Albeit I am of opinion, that the ſayd 
Civilians haue left them out of the number to be criminally puniſhed, as thecues £9 
the Commonwealth,by the Magiſtrates or Princes authoritie, as the Banker of Flo- 
rence was, who breaking for many millions of ducats, made a ſudden and deccitfull 
compoſition with his creditors for the one halfe,and payd them in ready mony:;which 
being vnderſtood by thegreat Duke,he cauſed his proceſſe to be made inſtantly, and 
thereupon he was executed alſo accordingly ; which was good juſtice,and is to be dOB 
by the Magiſtrats, and not by the Creditors. As of late yeares one of Genoa in wy 
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OT 


did yato a debtor of his,whom hee knewwent about to deceiue him for great ſums of Puniſhments 


money , whereupon he cauſed a Chaire to be.made, and called the party to his 

andentreated him to fit therein ; which being made with certaine engins,did ſudden- 
ly ſogripe and inclaſpe his ſaid debtor,that he was compelled to pay him,or itmighe 
hauecoſt him his life. True 4t 1s, that in Ruffia a man hath leaue to bear; or to haus 
his Debtor beaten vpon the hinder partsof the legs,if he cannor pay,and therewith he 
is diſcharged: which is nor ſo cruellas to keep himalwaies inpriſon, and make him 
endurea lingering death : wherein the vadoing of wines and children are made parta- 
kers veuulſtly. 

Contenting fraudulent deafers the Law is, Thatby making Cefſion they ſhal not 
be relicued,and may be apprehended inthe Church ; whereas a Freeman cannor bee 
arreſted or taken in the Church, but may be vnto him a place of refuge. - 

If he be found a fraudulent man by his bookes of account, then any bargain or ſale 
made twoor three daics before his breaking, by goods fold good cheape;may bee re- 
called and auoided: and in like manner,if he pay one man after his breaking,the ſame 
may betaken.to be done in traud of all the other creditors,and may be recalled for the 
generalitie, So goods bought by himbefore breaking,if they be found ix eſſe, may be 
claimed by the ſeller to his particular vſe and payment againe. 

All conjectures of fraud may bee augmented and aggrauared againſt the fraudu- 
lent man, according to the ſaying, Semel inventum deries fattum. 

If any man dobreake in partnerſhip, the partnerſhip is zpſo fat#odifſolued by Law: 
bur the creditof the other remainetb,paying the debrs of che partnerſhip, 

Alſo any commiſhon giuen by him for the partnerſhip is woid inſtantly : howbelr; 
if a Factor being ignorant of his breaking,haue cauſed his commiſſion tobe follow- 
ed, thatwhich is done doth binde the Maſter,and ſhall excuſe the FaRar, | 

Adebtor ſuſpeQed by others, may be touched before monies be due, and the-Cre- 
ditor may attach ſome of his goods or pawns: which is the cauſe chat the writ at Lati- 
2at out of the Kings Bench Court may be ſerued ypon them to finde ſureries far their 
- apparance(at thereturne of the Writ) before the Iudges af the ſaid Court; Bur the 
Lawes in diuers countries do much differ in the proccedings and execution of theſe

Here ariſeth a queſtion, Whether a Surety can pretend tobe diſcharged, if the cre- 
ditors haue made or agreed with the Principall for a 9+ ws time of payment, andthe 
Principall breakerh > The anſwer is, That it he knew of the new agreement of the ſaid 
party for a longer time; he is liable thereunto ; otherwiſe being bound as aſurety fora 
time limited, hee ought to bee cleared at that time,or to make ſuit or demand to bane 
bis ſatisfa&tionofthe Principall, as alſoof the Surety ; which beeing negle&ed,dorh 
incquitie diſcharge the ſaid Surety : the teaſon is, becauſe if the Surety dobreakear 
orbeforethetime of the payment, the Creditor may demand another Suretic in that 
mans place which is broken,wherein the Law is very indifferent; And this is the cauſe 
that diuers Lord Chancellours of England (for monies taken vp at intereſt vpon 
Boads) wereof opinion, That when the ſaid monies ate continued or prolongedar in- 
tereſt, the Bonds ſhould be renewed, and the Counterbonds alfo, and not to leaue the

Merchants are tobecarefull, That trafficke and commerce may 
be proficable as well rothe common-wealth,as ro themſelues; we 
I may not omit to intreat of Manufatures,as an important matter 
Q [2] Fi tothe cuſtomary Law of Merchants, conſidering the aboundance 
J $14 of materials and ſtuffewhich the realmes of England, Scotland, 
S 4 and Ireland doaffoord, whereby the people may be ſet on worke 
to auoid idlenefſe (which is the root of all euill) moſt dangerous 

in countries which are populous, | 
Experience demonſtrated vnto vs, how many other nations (hauing nor ſtuffes of 
their owne,but from others)do neuertheleſſe ſet their people on worke vpon the ſtuffe 
and materialls of other countries, making and diſperſing the ſame into a large trade. 
Therefore it is convenient toencourageall men to reward new inuentions wath ſome 
priuiledges for a time, and not for euer, to auoid the courſe of Monopolie, and to 
make the benefit tothe common-wealth more generall, which maketh men painefull 
by the radicall moiſture of gaine,whereof Merchants are to haue a conſideration fo to 
reward the artificers and handy-crafts-mens labours, that they may live by their 
worke,according tothe DurchProuerbe, which themſelues vie fo frequently, Leven en- 
de latten lenen, Toline and to let others line.

It is therefore prohi- 
bited in France,that rallow be brought in,but not candles ; old ſhoos, but nor cobled; 
paper,but nor cards, and rhe like , much more for richer wares,as filkes, cotton-wools, 

and linnen, 8c. 

Thecommodities which are not made at all, of but in ſmall quantitie in England, 
and may be pratiſed,are many, as Buckrams, Tapeſtrie, Buſtians, Cambrickes, Can- 
vas, Cables, Babies,cloth of Gold and Silver, Damaske, Diaper, Mather, Paper, and di- 
vers other things ; all which may be made in time, Qui« nemo naſcitur artifex. And 
bereinisrobe con ſidered, Thar all other nations being carefull to maintaine manufa- 
Qures,cannor but take an offence, if any other nation will endeauour to do all,and to 
exclude others, which extremitie enforceth another; as we haue found by the enter- 
priſe of the late new company, for drefſing and dying of all the white clothes in Eng. 
land,which cauſed other nations to make clothes of their owne by the wools of other 
nations, For (as hath beene noted) it is contrary to that common entetcourſe and mu- 
tall courſe of commodities, whereof ſome countries are deſtitute, and other coun- 
ries doabound, thereby ſupplying the harrenneſſe of the one, with the ſuperfluirtes 

of the other, maintaining a friendly correſpondence and familiaricy. | 
The Impreſa, Sceptra feuent Artes, may better be attributed to common-weales of 
POpular governments, than vnto Monarchies or Kingdomes, becauſc = vw pro-

And here I cannot omitto ſay ſomething of the commodities which will redound 
hereby to the comfnon-wealth, namely, all boggie waſt grounds and quagmures o& 
profitable and dangerous for feeding of catrell & deere)ſhall be conuerted to profita- 
ble vices, in the making of Peare and Turfe, and (in time) with the oft dreaning of the 
waters,tnrn to firme grounds and fiſh ponds. It will preuent the oft drowning of deate 
and catrell, venturing for ſome grafſe growing in bogs and quagmires, wherebyalſo 
many of them become rotten by drinking the vawholeſome red waters thereof, All 
the ſaid grounds will be ſafer and pleaſing for hunting and planting of waods,andthe 
fiſh-ponds may be planted round about with O fiers and hazelwood for hoopes, with 
diuers other profitable meanes, as in Holland : for the ſaid turffe is to be madeaccor. 
totheir manner, auoiding the ſulphurous ſme!!, by two yeares drying of- them before 
their vic, and then they will in time be yſcd by moſt men which now finde thefaid 
rurffe to bee offenſiuc, as they did in the beginning when ſea-coales came tobe 
vicd in priuate mens bouſes : if this had beene followed, the bogging of turffe had 
beene already pleaſing and profitable, 4 

Next let vs ſomewhat pm ar from ManufaRure,to ApifaQure,and (with Soloms 
the wiſe) ſend the fluggard to imitate the painefu]l and laborious Bees, for thein- 
creaſc of Hony and Wax in England, Scotland and Ireland, andother of his Majeſtic:

The meanes to increaſe Hony and Wax, doth properly conſiſt inthe preſeruation 
of Bees, and the making of conuenient Skepes or Bee-hyues after a new invention: 
Namely,you may make your Skepes either with Straw of Wicker of two ſorts,and 0 
be of two picces; totake off at the crowne or neere the midſt of the Hyue ; that when 
they baue gathered and filled vp their houſe, and that the roome is ſcant withio,the® 
take away the vpper halfe and clap ona boord, or the botrome, or head of a pitchBa- 
rell or tarre Barrell,or the like having pitch on it, caſting Maultmeale,or Beane 
ypon the ſame; and then daube itwell with clay about the $kirts, and ſetting on'with 
yourclay mixt with ſome ſalt; and when you haue thus done, then raiſe it vp bel 
with ſo many wreythes, as you tooke aboue for the gelding of your Hyves 
which is very needtull ro make the greater plenty and increaſe, For making you” 
Skepes inthis manner, the Hony may be taken at all times ; buteſ pecially, when you 
do perceiue by the lifting vp of your Skepes, that your Bees are well prouided for the 
Winters prouiſion,and that there be plenty ot food yer to gather,then cap them. Tak 
a ſtrong wyer, make it flat, and cut yourcombes in two, and then have a parchment!

And thus euery mans fiſhing Pinnaces may be preſerued in ſuch perfe& readineſs. 
againſt bis ſhip ſhall yearely arriue there againe ;which Pinnacesare now often loſt, 
and ſometimes torne in pieces by the firſt arriyers there, very diſorderly : and if ſuch 
Pinnaces, Stages,and Houſes may be maintained and keptin ſuch read ineſſe yearely, 
it would be the moſt pleaſant, profitable and commodious trade of fiſhing thatisar 
this rime inany part of the world. | : | 
For then euery Ships company might fall to fiſhing the very next or ſecond day 
after there arrivall, whereas now it is twentie daies before they are fitted ; and then 
ſuch ſhips ſhould not need ſo ſoone to haſt away from England by one moneth, atthe 
leaſt mens liues might be thereby much the better ſaued, leſle vicualls waſted; and 
many dangers preuented. And ſoeuery ſhip incuery ſueh Voiage, may paine quick- 
ly one hundred pounds, that viſually carry in her but twentte men more than now they 
doe, by leauing, of foure men there of wwentic. And as the proportion before named 
bolds, for leauing fix men in New-found-land of thirtie; ſo the allowing of mento 
be made proportionably from euery Ship, wil ſoon raiſe many people tobe ſertledin 
enery barbour where our Nation vſerh to fiſh, and in other harbours in other Coun: 
eries in like mpnner, ſome ſhips by this courſe may then quickly gaine two hundred 
and ſome three hundred pound and more, according to their greatneſſe, more 
than they-do yearely now , and thoſe men ſo left will manure land for Corne, faw 
boards, and fit timber to bee tranſported from thence, and ſearch out for diners 
commodities in the:countrie, which as yet lie vndiſcouered : and by ſuch meanes 
the land will be in little time fitly peopled with diuers poore bandie-crafts men, that / 
may be ſocommodioully carricd thitherwith their wiues:and that no man elſe ſhould 
appropriate tohimſelfe any ſuch ccrtaine place, and commoditie for his fiſhing voi. 
ape, except hee will in ſuch manner ſettle a fifth part of his companie there to live, 
And then ſuch aduenturers thither will carefully prouide yerely for ſuch as they leaue 
there,not onely for bread and viuals, but likewiſe for all neceſlarie tooles fit foran 
Lind of husbandry. ' And the charge thereof will yearely repay it ſelfe with the bene- 
fit oftheir labours thar ſhall be ſo left there, with great aduantage. | | 
By this meanes will ſhipping increaſe, men be imploied, and two voiages may be 
made yearely,and much victuall ſaued : for the allowance of vituall to maintaine fix 
men to carrie them and recarrie them outwards and homewards, is fix Hogſheadsof 
Beere, and fix hundredweight of Bread, beſides Beefe and other prouiſion:which men 
as they ſaile too and fro(as now they vſc)do little good or any ſeruice at all, bat peſter 
the ſhip in which they are, with their Bread, Beere, Water, VWood, Vi cuall, Fiſh, 
Cheſts, and divers other trumperies that euery ſuch fix men doe cumber the ſhip

for thar vſe, but are conſtrained to fetch all out of other Countries ; laſtly, That the 
tradeof fiſhing is profitable,by the ſucceſſe ſcene with the Hollanders being rich and 
lent,notwithſtanding their long warres, and which themſelues doe call roberheir 
chiefeſt trade and principal! Gold-mine, whereby many thouſands of their people of 
trades and occupations are ſet on worke, maintained, and do proſper, as may be ſcene 
by their Proclamation annexcd to the ſaid Treatiſe, -_ 
Hereupon he ſhewerh, That about Midmay they make ready their Buyſſes, and Fi. 
ſher-fleers, and by the firſt of Iune(their Stile)they are ſeene to ſayle out ofthe Male, 
Texell, and the VIy,athouſand ſayle together for rocatch Herrings in the North 
Seas,being moſt of them ſhips of 120,07 100 tunnes,and the other 60 tunnes or theres 
abouts; having in them 24 men, and ſome 16 and 20 ineuery ſhip; and they conti- 
nuetheir courſe North. Weſt and by North,varill they arriueat the Ile of Sharland, 
which is the dominion of the K.of Great Brittain,and the greateſt {land of the Qreg- 
des, and lies in the height of 60 degrees of Northerly latitude. And.by the 14 day of 
Tune (which is by their Law atine limited to lay their nets) they begin to Fad 
doe neuer leaue the $koales of herrings,but come along amongſt them, following 500

and other metrals, Thar which is found in theriuers is the fineſt, as containing [ele 
corruption,and is all of one goodneflſe otherwiſe. There is Maiden gold, focalled be- 
cauſe it was never in the fire, Naturally all Gold hath a little Siluer init, as alſo 
{ome Copper, and comming out of the ground it is ſoft,and doth harden by the aire; 
Such gold as hath no need tobe refined, but may be vſcd —_— to his flein 
works, or to make mony, is called Auram obriſen : ſuch was the gold which Sir Bevs 
Bulwer Knight brought out of Scotland, found in the ſands of the rivers neere to the Sueties 


Gold Mines of Crayford Moore,which was aboue 22 Carrats fine, and better than the ocknd 


French crowne gold. I ſaw ſome 18 ounces of itwhich was in a ſome like 
peaſe found out by the ſhepheards,by whoſe means that place hath bin difcoyered in 
the later time of Queene ZliFabeth. Some other gold harh bin found out alſo in Scot- 
landwithin a white ſpar,wherein it groweth, neere the ſuperficies oftheearth, 8 runs 
1nto ſmall veins like pins, fit to be refined by quick-filuer from the ſpar, becauſe itis 
as pure gold as any found in Africaor Barbary,which we cal Angel gold, holding but 
halfagrain of Allay.

Scotland and Ireland haue many Lead mines, containing alſy filuer, 
The Lead mines of England are ſcituated in diners places of the kingdome, bur 
moſt in Derbiſhire in the hills of Peake, Somerſerſhire,and Wales. p yy 
There is great difference in the Oare,as hath bin noted, There arealſo many Lead my 
Mines in Richmondſhire vnder the County of Yorke,where I went to view them, A#- winesia Yotk 
"0 1696, about Arkendale and the new Forreſt, hauing prepared a long iron Boare of ſhire 
cightcene foot long for that purpoſe, and there I didobſerue within the compaile of 
ten miles,that che ſcituation of Arkendale is betwixttwo hills, the one lying North, 
called Windike, and the other South-weſt called Molderſey,adioyning vnto another 
hill called Pouncy, lying Weſt from Molderfey,all belonging vato the King, and by 
Leaſe vnto Sir /ohn Maillorie Knight, | 
There are alſoadioyning vnto it certain other hills where Lead mines are,as Swail- 
dale,where my Lord Wharten hath his works alſo Readhurſt, Cocka,and Fellind,being 
Eaſt from Windike. The Mines of Arkendale haue neuet been wroughtto any pur- 
poſe, There is but three ſmelring cottages, which do feed ypon the poore people and 
Inhbabiranrs thereabouts,which at their leiſure ſecke for Lead ore vpon ſufferance,and 
bring the ſame to the melting places,where they ſell the ſame for 20 and 24 fa Load,

A load of Oarewith them is as much as foure or fine horſes can conueniently car- 
ry,which by computation is ſome thouſand weight,and.is alſo deliuered by a meaſure 
called Load ; foure of theſe loads will make aFother of Lead of two thouſand, their 
weightbeing 120 ® to the hundred London weight : ſo one hundred of lead Ore ma-

n Mercury or Quickſiluer naturall is nor yet found in England, but only in Germany 
in very cold places : and within theſe 30 yrares there are two mines of Quickeſiluer 
diſcouered inthe Weſt Indies, which is belpe to the quantitie which they yearely 
buy to refine their filucr mines, ? 

\Sulphure and Brimſtone being found in diuers countries, cannot be betterthanwe 
have in ſome mountaines of Wales, from whence I haue had diuers ſorts of Sulphure 
earth or mire very rich. Some there isalſo in Blackemore and Baſedale in Yorkſhire 
asalſo many other mincrals which my workmen did ſhew me, as. Terr ſigillata, Oacre 
red and yellow, Bole Armoniacke, Terrad'Y mbra, Antimonie, Sal niter, blacke Lead, 
Vitriol to be made of Copperas : to ſay nothing of ſuch things as are made of mettals 
nor of Salt perre,which is plentiful. 

And now I cannot omit to treat of the Allomes, whereof in many countries great 
ſtore is made ; butghe beſt is at Civita Vecchia in Italy,called Romiſh Allome,made

equall weight and fize? for as much as other Countries keepe one fize and weight, 
whereas the Troy weight of England is heauier in euery eight ounces, by halfea quar- 
rer of an ounce, Ir is anſwered, that the Merchant that brings in bullion doth loſe fo 
much, and che calculation is made what it was for every hundreth weight both for 
gold and Gluer,and it followeth there. Wherefore this is one great cauſe thar (o lit- 
cle bullion comes into the realme, and therefore it pleaſe the King to deuiſe ſome 
weight that (hould be correſpondent to the weight of other realmes, and call it by 
ſome other name than by the Troy weight.

Ariſtotle in bis Politicks ſaith, Thatſuch money as bringeth forth money through 
vſury is an ougly beaſt that bringeth forth monſters from timeto time, ſuch as are not 
in nature. | 

The Romans being in their moſt flouriſhing eſtate, made a lawby their twelueTy- 
bles, that noman ſhould put forth money vpon Vury , butafter one jp the bundreth, 
called Fenw vnciatinm, whereas before that time, rich men mighttake at Ich 
fare. Afterwards it was ordained at the inrreating of the Tri to take An ounce 
and a halfe,and that was thirty ſhillings in one hundreth pounds : after that it cameo 
foure in the hundreth,called Triens:and laſt o{ all to fix in the hundreth,called Sewib 
ſis. And yer all theſe alterations and diuerſitics of ſuffering in Vſury notwithſtandup 
one Genitius a Tribune publiſhed a Law, That it ſhould not be lawfull for any man 
be an Vſurer at ay hand, or by any manner of means;and ſo by alldeuiſes that might 
be,it was vtterly forbidden by diues Edits and Proclamations,which being often 16 
prefſed,did yet nowwithſtanding breake out by wonderfull ſtrange means, 

Tiberius Ceſar tO remedy this euill,and that no V ſury ſhould be vſed,he cauſed amr 
uellous maſſe of money to be laid in banke,rothe ſum of two millions and an halle 
Crownes, being 500000 pounds Engliſh or ſterling, and rooke order that cuerie mal 
ſhould have credit for three yeares withour paying any Vſury at all, putting in ſuretie 
forthe doublevalue of that he borrowed, And Cormelins Tacitus (a renowmed Write!) 
faith, The canker of Vſury is an old venomous ſore, and the chicfeſt head and cauſe 
rebellion and variance in Countreys and Common weales and therefore it was alto- 
gether baniſhed in the old time, when leaſt corruption of life appeared amongſt mel. 
Lucellus fo hated the exceſſive dealings of the V ſurers,that whereas all Aſia wasouwr 
yo 0 with Vſury,he cleered the ſame vtterly from all Vſurers, And ſo did Cav 
icilia, | 


CAmthoninu Pizs, Alexander Seutrus, Claudius Veſpaſian, Leo,and diners other Empe- 
rors did reſtraine the couctouſneſſe of Vſurors from time to time : And the Emp& 
Charles the fifth (of late yeares) at anaſſembly at Auguſta in Germany, did 
with the aſcent of the whole Empire, That no manner of contra that had apy fel 
lowſhipwith Vſury ſhould be allowed ; but rather that all Vſury ſhould be auoided 
for eucr,and be never more vſed,and if any were found to haue made any ſuch contrad, 
wr NG ro forfeitto the Magiſtrate or ordinarie Iudge, the fourth part &f hs

Plato the Philoſopher warneth among other things, io his fifth book of Lawes, Thi 
no body whatſoever he be,that will beare the face of an honeſt man,do ler our his mY 
ney for Vſury or gaine, The like ſaith Cicero,and many other learned Philoſophers 
Orators, as we have noted of Ay. fotle, | 
Sodid divers Law-makers baniſh vſury,and vtterly ſuppreſſe the ſame;as Licwg 


in Sparta among the Lacedemonians, 4mſis in Egypt,Solon in Athens, Sergi®# oP 
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in Africa, being gouernour vato the Emperour Clandius, and diuers others. So that 
V (uric 15 condemned and forbidden by the holy Scripture, the Lmperiall. Lawes, Ci- 
vile and Canon Lawes,ancient fathers, Decrerals, learned Philoſophengeloquene Org- 
cors, Hiſtoriograpbers,and Law-giuers. The conſideration whereof cauſed me (ſome 
yeares ſince) to write a ſmall * Treatiſe of the operation of V uric in Kingdomes, 
States,and Common-weales ; (hewing (although allegorically) the effe&s ot it, wich 
the fix members of cuery Common-wealth ; which are Clergie-men, Magiſtrates, 
Noblemen, Merchants, Artificers,and Husbandmen,by ouerthrowing the harmonicall 
pouernement of thera, by rob muchinriching-ſome, and by oppreſhing and impoueri- 
(ing ome others, bringing the inſtrument out of tune,” when as cuery member of the 
ſame ſhould liue contented in his vocation, and execute his charge according to his 
profeſſion, whereby all things ſhould be gouerned inthe beſt and moſt aſſured mannet 
that can be deviſed, and (as it were) ſeeking a kinde of certainerie invncertaineties, 
which is termed (Policie :) For allworldly and tranſitory rhings being mutable, ma- 
keth theworld properly to conſiſt of diſcord and diſſention, a very vncertaine ground 
to build vpon, and yet a certaine equalitie and concord is required in euery well go- 
verned Common-wealth, the Prince and gonernour hauing the diſpoſing both of the 
one and the other : Equalitic, concerning trafficke and commerce betwixt his domini- 
ons and other countries ; and Concord amorigſt the members of a Common-wealth, 
when every member thereof dothliue contenredly and proportionably in his vocati- 
on, Both theſe are confounded by intollerable Vſurie, which is deſcribed vnder the 
invented hiſtory of Saint George, whereby our Sauiour Chriſt was prefigured, deliue. 
ring the Virgin(which did fignifie the finfull ſoules of Chriſtians)from the Dragon, 
or Diuels power. Soby the perſon of Saint George is vnderfiood the Kings authoritie, 
armed with'the right armour of Chriftians,who with the ſword of the Spirit of Gods 
nioſtholy Word,cxplained and corroborated with ſeucrall ocher Lawes, ſignified by 
the Pybald horſe whereon he was mounred, did deſtroy the Dragon (Vſarie) haying 
twowings to aduancehimſelfe, being /ſurs palate, and Y ſara explicats, and his incon- 


ſtanttaile Cambium; the Virgin or Kings daughter (being treaſure and monies) ro be 


deuoured by his meanes and forrainEnations. The allegorie whereof requireth a due 
conſideration,and wonld in plaine termes be diſtaſtfull co divers. This Dragon brin- 
geth incqualitic 'in'a Common-wealth by the meanes ofhis caile, wherein liech his 
greateſt ſtrengrh, making the expences thereof to furmounr the revenues. In the cu- 
ring of which diſeaſe, thoſe would be thoughe to'be very fooliſh Phyſicians, that by 
their medicine ſhonld caſt the Body Polittke of a Common-wealth into a more dan-

The word Vſury was not ſoodious in times paſt, as it is now taken by the abuleof 
Vſury Politike, no more than it is in Vſury Naturall, and Yſury Spirituall 2 and 
meaning is not to maintaine Vſury Politike in all reſpe&s,contrary to the opinions 
Diuines that haue the word of God for their warrant ; but the ouer-preciſenes therein

By the aforeſaid rules, Vſury is weighed ftraightly inregard of Charirie, albeit ic 
may fall out otherwiſe that the borrower hath finned ; therefore in ſuch caſes circum- 
ſtances are to be conſidered, and then iudgement to be giuen accordingly, If I deale 
with a Merchant.that maketh gaineof my mony with his trade and commerce;and is 
well able to pay me againe, being chiefly inriched by my means ; why ſhould notT ia 
reaſon haue parr of his benefit and aduantage, when by my goods he is growne rich 2? 
Suppoſe foure men are become partners,two dodisburſe large ſummes of money,and 
the other imploy their labour and induſtry to make (by lawtull trade) a great benefic 
thereby, is it not reaſon that the other two (although they were idle at home) ſhould 
haue part of the benefit > Youwill ſay, you hold this reaſonable, for it is no Yſurieat 
all: buttheſe two men take ren in the hundrech for their mony;nay, then you reply and 
{ay,It is Vſury, although theothertwo had gotten thirty in the hundreth by it : How | _ 
can this beabiting Vſurie ? But they hauenot borne the aduenture of the Seas, bur 0bjef7ion; 
conditioned a certainty;the anſwer is, Thatthey haue not only borne the aduenture of Anſwere; 
the Seas,but many other caſualties beſides,and in truſting them that had no means of 
theit owne; Well therefore, ſay you,l wil not deliver my monybut to rich men;herein 
Fu ſhew nocharitic, and may be deceiued too, for you know not what moneya man 
th in his purſe; ſo that your conſcience is ſtill the fureſt guide to dire& you with 
punonyey the loadſtone doth the vatiation of the Pole. So much for particular per-

Now comming to examine what the Kings of England haue done concerning V- 
ſury,we find that both before the Conqueſt and after; Vſurie hath been baniſhed by 
ſome Kings, and by ſome other Kings it hath been tollerated,according to the times 
and occaſions,. * 


King Edgar before the Conqueſt, did vtterly forbid all Vſury ;ſodid Kitg Edward Beakon ſent 
the firſt, whodid ſend our of thisRealme, as well the Italian Bankers that came from quo. 
Pope Gregory the tenth, called Curſini, as all mannerof Iewes, whodid mightily op- 
preſſe the Realme, Toomit what other Kings hauedon,we know that Henry the eight, 
1nthe 37 yeare of his raigne madea ſtature,whereby none were ſuffered ro take aboue 
een in the hundreth vpon loane,cither for wares or money:and this was repealed by the 
Scrtute of L48:5. Edw.6. which afterwards being found againſt Policic was abroga- 
ted,Sothe Statutes of Queen Elizabeth did ſuceced, which do tollerate the ſaid ten in 
the hundreth, which are of ſuch firength and continuancear this preſent, that King 
lames himſelfe is contented toallow the ſaid rate tothe Londoners for ſome moneyes 
borrowed of them - wherein (as I ſaid before) rimeand occaſions doalter things,and 
4s the caſe forthepreſene ſtandeth with England and forrein Nations,we baue Vſuric - + 
likea Wolfe by the eares,d ous to be kept,and more dangerous toabandone the
